The Ottawa Letter 


June 16t:, 1952, wa an historic day 
in parliament because for the first 
time the British North America Act 
was amended by the Dominion Parli- 
ament, The amendment was a meas- 
ure to set by law the number of 
federa] members from each province. 
In previous years the Act could only 
be amended by a resolution passing 
both houses in Ottawa and then 
passed by the Parliament at West- 
minister. 

The Parliament of Canada can 
amend the B.N.A. in the purely fed- 
eral field but not regarding a provin- 
cial matters or a question effecting 
bot: dominion and provincial affairs. 

The Canadian Constitution is simi- 
Jar to that of the U.K. and is not 
an imitation of that in the U.S.A. 
Like that of the Mother Country it 
is not a wholly written constitution 
but the B.N.A. is the written delimi- 
tion of the powers of the dominion 
and provincial governments. 

The Dominion Parliament consists 
of Queen Elizabeth II, the Senate and 
the House of Commons. The sen- 
ators cannot initiate money bills or 
impose anything in the way of tax- 
lation. 

The Fathers of Confederation gave 
much thought to the establishing of 
8 senate, They considered an 
hereditary body and an elected body, 
and decided upon an appointed body. 
The maritime provinces even in 1867 
expected that their population would 
not increase as would that of the 
other provinces. They insisted that 
they must have a fixed number of 
eenators for all time and we now see 
Prince Edward Island with four sen- 
ators with a population of 96,000 
which British Columbia with a popu- 
lation of 1,500,000 has only six sen- 
ators. Senators thus represent terri- 
tory not particularly population, 

Senators are appointed for life if 
they have certain qualifications re- 
garding age, property, residence, 
ete. A senator can resign as one did 
this year. The place of senator shall

Many long and serious atucuusions 
have taken place at the time of 
Confederation and since regarding 
qualifications, retirement age and the 
work of the .Upper House, yet no 
one thas ever seriously argued in 
favor of an elected body as it would 
simply mean the addition of 102. mem- 
bers to the already over-crowded 
House of Commons, That is elected 
senators and members of the Com- 
mons would be equal in status. 

Tie duties of the senate is to ex- 


amine and review al] legislation; to 
reject or amend bills and to  pro- 
tect the rights of minorities and 


provinces. Sir John A, Macl/onald 
eloquently outlined these duties and 
no one has argued that the work has 
not been faithfully performed. 


The people of Canada last year 
contributed the generous sum of $25.- 
000,000 to the Columbo plan. Al- 
though the standard of living in Can- 
ada is the higi-est in the world except 
for that in U.S.A., we still have 
poverty here. It does not, however, 
compare with the widespread starva- 
Pakistan 
and Ceylon. Delegates from many 
countries met in the Capital of Cey- 
lon and worked out a plan named 
after the capital, thus the Colombo 
plan started. 

The money donated is being used 
for economic aid to the three Com- 
monwealth countries named above, 
Some of it is being used to prepare 
food and to assist tise people to pro- 
duce food for themselves. Four and 
one half millions were used to pro- 
vide vehicles to transport food to 
the famine striken areas. Refugees 
were settled on land, live stock was 
purchased and equipment provided in 
parts of Pakistan, Canada and New 
Zealand worked together in dealing 
with certain improvements, 

In Ceylon, fishing is carried on 
in very old boats, hollowed out of 
logs and so small that the fishermen 
cannot sit down in them, The catch 
is very small and the fish spoil quick- 
ly in the warm climate, Some Can- 
adian money is being used to pro- 
vide refrigeration, If the standard of 
living can be improved , these pop- 
ulous countries are less likely to drift 
into Communsm, hoping to get re- 
Hef and find their position vastly 
worse,

An F.A.0. Report 


AS THE NATIONS OF EUROPE recovered from the effects of the 
war, the production of food crops was resumed and less has been heard 
in recent years of the great need for wheat and other foodstuffs there. 
In this connection the Food and Agriculture Organization of the United 
Nations reports that although there is now normal production in many 
parts of the world where there was little or none during the war, the 
volume of the principal food crops in many European countries and in the 
Far East is still below the pre-war level, However, world food production 
has increased by some nine per cent. over the figure for the four years 
before the war, that is, from 1934 to 1938, 

* * * * * 
However, the report of the Food and Agriculture 
Supplies Are Organization points out that the world population 
has increased by thirteen per cent. since 1936, so 
Not Adequate although production is now greater than it was 
before the war, the per capita amount of food is below the level for the 
pre-war years. At that time the world food supply was not considered 
to be adequate, and now it is considerably less. As we know, food is not 
distributed equally throughout the world, and in countries like our own, 


where there is usually a surplus of agricultural products, few of thej 


people are hungry. 
* * * * * 

In some parts of Europe and in the Far East, how- 
Production Is ever, supplies are far from adequate and one of the 
great social problems of our times is to help the 
Now Greater people of these countries to achieve higher standards 
of living. At this time it falls to the great food-producing countries of 
the Western Hemisphere, including Canada, to supply those countries 
whenever it is possible to do so. Production has increased since the war 
and it is expected that the world food crop will be larger in 1952 than it 
was in the preceding year, Canada is fortunate to be one of those coun- 
tries where an abundancce of food can be grown, but our good fortune 
carries with it a responsibility to contribute to the solution of the great 
world problems which centre around the low living standards of many 
thousands of people in other lands.

Of Cleanliness 


NATAL, B.C.—Sparwood, two 
miles west of here in the pic- 
turesque Crow's Nest Pass area, 
doesn't look like a coal-miriing 
town. 

It is, in fact, the realization of a 
dream long held by planners of the 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal Company. 

For years housewives whose hus- 
bands worked at the mines put up 
with the grime and soot from coke 
ovens and slag piles at nearby Natal 
and Michel. 

But in Sparwood, housewives can 
forget the coal mines. They live in 
clean, comfortable bungalows in a 
well-planned residential town which 
the coal company hopes will soon re- 
place grimy Natal and Michel en- 
tirely. 

The project started in 1939 when 
the company built six houses with 
a limited expansion in mind, But 
after the war they decided to broad- 
en the plan and today there are 50 
houses in Sparwood with another 25 
going up this year, 

Lots in Sparwood are sold to com- 
pany employees for $1 each, Others 
must pay $250 for a lot, 

Space has been set aside for a 
commercial district, well away from 
the residential area, which includes 
a large playground for children, 

Work will start late this summer 
on a new $425,000 high school, In 
addition to six classrooms, the school 
will contain a home economics room, 
industrial arts shop, drafting room, 
library and study hall, science room, 
lunch room and a combination gym- 
nasium and auditorium. 

The school will be finished in Sep- 
tember, 1953. By. that time the town 
of Sparwood will be well on the way 
to being one of the brightest mining 
towns in Western Canada,

WATERTON LAKES, Alta.—Buffalo days have returned to the 
rolling hills of southern Alberta. But today's herd is a far cry 
from that of its forefathers which grazed here more than a century 

Under supervision of federal park wardens, six of these 
mighty monarchs of the plains migrated via truck from Elk Island 
Park, 25 miles east of Edmonton. They were placed in a “fish-

the Pablo herd, 620 head were placed 
in’ a 200-square-mile enclosure at 
Wainwright, Alta., and the remainder 
at Elk Island park, 

The buffalo increased so rapidly 
that it was necessary to limit the 
number at Wainwright to 8,000, In 
order to dispose of the surplus, some 
of the younger animals were trans- 
ported to Wood Buffalo Park, a range 
of 10,000 square miles in northern 
Alberta, 

The buffalo lived for nearly 40 
years at Wainwright but an outbreak 
of bovine tuberculosis forced another 
transfer. This time the herd was 
moved down the Athabasca river in 
scows to the Fort Smith area in the 
Northwest Territories, where it has 
remained, 


In 1938 it was estimated there 
were 18,000 buffalo in Canada, Now 


the estimates are between 16,000 and 
18,000.
